June presentation 

John R completed his three-year examination of the 
Seleucid empire coinage. Rulers of the empire, which 
lasted from 311 BC to 63 BC, didn’t tend to fare well. 
Only one died a natural death. 

Romans finally executed the last two of these kings 
and brought the kingdom to an end in 63 BC with the 
death of Philip 11 Philoromios at the hands of Marc 
Anthony’s general Lucullus.

Rarest Columbus paper money 

In early September 1816, the Columbus borough 
issued 120 75-cent notes, 464 25-cent notes, 836 
121 / 2 -cent notes and 212 6%-cent notes for a total of 
$555.75. 

By May 24, 1819, the borough had redeemed 
$331.75 worth of the bills. 

It is not know if all were eventually redeemed, but 
none are known to collectors. 

If you have one, you’ve got quite a piece of history. 
Likely they are similar to the Griswold-Worthington 
notes.
